Pꝛintipal Secretaries of State, oꝛ any Thee oꝛ moze of Hig Pꝛiby Council in that behalf) do on oz 
befoze the laſt day of this inſtant March, depart out of the ſaid Cities of London and Weitminſter, and 
the Liberties and Suburbs thereof, and not return again; o2 come within Twenty Miles of the 
ſame Cities of London and Weſtminſter, o? either of them, until after the laſt day of September next 
enſuing : And that they oꝛ any of them do not, oz ſhall not in tte mean time wear, uſe, carry, 
oꝛ ride with any Swoꝛd, Piſtol, o2 other Arms o2 Cleapons, And herein His Majeſty doth expect 
from all perſons concerned, a due and punctual ſubmiſſion and confomity, at their perils, and upon pain 
of His high Diſpleaſure : Willing and hereby Commanding the Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, 
Yuſltices of the Peace. Conſtables, and other Officers and Miniſters of and in the ſeveral Counties, 
Caſtles and Places ofthis Kingdom, and Dominion of Wales, to Appzehend and Selle the perſons, and 
take away the Arms and Weapons of all ſuch as ſhall be found faulty, oꝛ Offenders in oz contrary to 
the purpoꝛt, true intent and meaning of this His Majeſties RoyalPzoclamation, and them to ſend to 
the Goal of the City oz County where they are appꝛehended, ſending the Loꝛds of His Majeſties P21- 
vy Council a Note of their Names, and of their particular Offences, that ſo they may be pꝛoteeded 
againſt fo2 their Contempts, attoꝛding to Juſtice.
